THE 


ANGLO-NORMAN    FAMILY    OF    DEVEREUX. 


»;tIIE  ancient  and  distinf;nislied 
family  of  Devcreux,  of  Bal- 
niiigir,  was,  beyond  a  doulit, 
the  most  affluent  and  iufluen- 
tial  of  all  the  old  Stronghonian 
families  which  colonised  "  ye 
English  baronies"  of  the  County  Wex- 
ford, namely,  "  Shilhiirue  or  Shelburne, 
Bargye,  and  Forthe,"  immediately  after  the 
invasion  under  Robert  FitzStephen, 
Raymond  le  Gros,'  Lis  uncle  Maurice  Fitz- 
Gerald,  and  Richard  FitzGilbert  de  Clare, 
Earl  of  Pembroke,  or  "  Strongbow,"  the 
chief  of  the  expedition.  These  three 
baronies  comprise  the  southern  portion  of 
the  county,  and  may  fairly  be  designated 
"  the  cradle  of  the  English  race  in  Ireland." 
The  Devereuxes  maintained  their  power  and 
independence  for  many  centuries,  as  evinced 
by  the  fact  that  in  the  numerous  and  bloody 
conflicts  which  took  place  between  the 
native  Irish,  headed  by  the  clans  Kavanagh 
and  Kinsellagh,  and  the  foreigners  or 
"  Galls,"  as  their  enemies  called  them,  the 
head  of  the  house  of  Devereux  was  usually 
selected  to  lead  the  Anglo-Norman  troops  of 
the  County  Wexford. 

Before  entering  into  a  more  minute 
account  of  the  Wexford  branches  of  the 
family,  it  will  be  interesting  to  glance  at  the 
early  origin  of  the  name.  The  surname  of 
the  family  is  derived  from  the  town  of 
Evreux,  in  Normandy.  To  account  for  the 
adoption  of  the  name,  wo  must  bear  in  mind 
that  it  was  quite  an  ordinary  custom  in  the 
early  feudal  times,  when  distinctive  appella- 
tions lirst  came  into  use,  to  confer  upon  an 
individual  the  name  of  his  castle,  manor,  or 
hereditary   domain,  which   he  handed  down

to  his  posterity  as  an  honourable  cognomen. 
To  establish  the  early  identity  of  the  founder 
of  the  Devereux  family,  we  have  tlie  evidence 
of  the  genealogy  of  the  Dukes  of  Normandy. 
Rullo,  the  Sea  King,  having  become  a 
Clnistian,  took  the  name  of  Robert,  and 
married  as  his  second  wife  Popeia,^  daughter 
of  Berenger,  Earl  of  Bessin,  by  whom  ho 
had  a  son,  the  famous  William  Longsword, 
who  succeeded  as  2nd  Duke  of  Normandy. 
His  wife  was  Espriota,  daughter  of  Hubert, 
Earl  of  Senlis,  and  sister  to  Bernard  tho 
Dane,  by  whom  he  had  one  son,  Richard 
(Sans  Peur)  3rd  Duke,  who  married  Gunuora, 
sister  to  Herfast,  a  noble  Dane,  and  had 
issue  Richard  le  Bon,  4th  Duke  (the  grand- 
father of  William  the  Conqueror),  eldest 
son  ;  Robert,  2ud  son ;  and  JJaliger,  1st 
Earl  of  Corboile,  from  whom  many  families 
of  note  descended.  Robert,  the  second  son 
of  the  3rd  Duke  of  Normandy,  was  the 
ancestor  of  the  family  now  under  our  notice. 
He  was  created  Comte  D'Evreux,  a  town 
situated  about  equal  distances  from  Rouen 
and  Paris,  and  soiuewhat  to  the  west  of  both 
cities.  He  was  also  Archbishop  of  Rouen, 3 
and  it  is  from  him  that  the  families  of 
D'Evreux,  or  Devereux,  derive  both  name 
and    origin.*       He    was  the    grand-uncle  of

D.ivid  de  Aieie 
aaanmed  iliis  Mirnanie  from  "  Caslle  de  Arcie,"  his  chiel  seat, 
siinaled  witliiu  thirty  miles  ol  l^aris,  and  was  the  ancestor 
ol  I )e  ,\rcie,  modernised  Darcy.  'I'lie  arms  of  IJarcy  bear  no 
siiiiil;iiily  with  lliose  of  Deveieox,  the  hanier  bein(i —  "  Az. 
Seniee  uf  crosses,  eiosalets,  and  three  einqnefnils  aig  Great— 
no  a  ehapcan  gu.  turned  up  erin  ,  a  bull  sa.  armed  ar. 
Motto — "  Un  Dieu,  uu  Koi." 


William  the  Conqueror.  One  of  the  leaders 
in  the  Normuu  army  at  Hastings,  was 
Walter  de  Ewrus,  D'Eureux,  or  De  Kvreux, 
who  was  most  ])robal)ly  the  grandson  of 
Robert  Comte  D'J'lvronx,  and  consequently 
second  cousin  of  ^Villialn.  It  is  not  difficult 
to  suijposc  that  the  father  of  this  Walter  de 
Ewrus  was  llichard,  so  called  after  his 
grandfather,  the  3rd  Duke.  Surmising  such 
to  be  the  fact,  we  liave  therefore  an  unbroken 
succession  from  Kollo  to  Walter,  the  leader 
at  Hastings.  Walter  De  I'jwrus,  or  D'Evreux, 
was  called  Earl  of  llosmar,  and  obtained  con- 
siderable grants  of  land  in  England  from  his 
victorious  cousin.^  From  his  youngest  son, 
Kobert  de  Ewrus,  sprang  the  Devereuxes  of 
Bodynham,  Whitechurch,  and  other  estates 
io  Herefordshire,  where  we  find  Sir  William 
Devcreux,  Knight,  serving  the  office  of 
sheritrfor  that  shire  in  1371  and  137G.  The 
names  Walter  and  Robert  have  been  retained 
for  centuries  in  both  the  English  anjl  Irish 
liranches,  even  to  the  present  day.  From 
the  Herefordshire  family  descended,  in  the 
direct  male  line,  the  famous  Earls  of  I'^ssex, 
viz.,  Walter  Devereux,  the  1st  Earl,  so 
created  in  1572,  and  Earl  Marshall  of 
Ireland,  at  the  time  of  his  death  at  Dublin 
in  1576;  his  sou,  Robert  Devereux,  2ud 
Earl  of  Essex,  the  distinguished  and  unfor- 
tunate favourite  of  (Jaeen  Elizabeth,  who 
lost  his  life  on  Tower  Hill,  in  the  31lh  year 
of  his  age,  25th  of  February,  IGUl  ;  and  his 
sou,  Robert  Devereux,  the  3rd  Earl,  who  was 
restoi'cd  in  blood  in  10U3.  Robert,  the  3rd 
and  last  Earl  of  I'^ssex,  was  a  Royalist  until 
1C42,  when  ho  went  over  to  the  Parliament, 
and  accepted  a  general's  command  in  the 
Parliamentary  army.  He  died  in  IGIG, 
leaving  no  instie,  and  thus  the  earldom  of 
Essex  expired ;  but  the  Viscounty  of  Hereford 
(which  had  been  conferred  upon  his  great- 
greatgrandfather,  Sir  Walter  Devereux,  3rd 
Baron  Ferrers  of  Ghartley,  by  Henry  VIIL, 
in  1549-50,  in  consideration  of  the  dis- 
tinguished part  he  had  taken  in  the  French 
■wars)  devolved  upon  a  kinsman,  Sir  ^Valter 
Devereux. .  At  the  present  day  the  stock  is

represented  in  England  by  Sir  Robert 
Devereux,  IGth  Viscount  Hereford,  Premier 
Viscount  of  ]<jngland,  and  a  Baronet.'' 

This  condensed  account  of  the  Hereford- 
shire Devereuxes,  taken  in  conjunction  with 
the  following  records  of  the  Wexfordshire 
family,  will  enhance  the  interest  attaching  to 
the  latter.  Of  its  origin  in  Ireland,  no  doubt 
exists.  Sir  Philip  Devereux,  a  scion  of  the 
Herefordshire  House,  was  one  of  the  brave 
knights  who  accompanied  Richard  FitzGilbert 
de  CJhire,  suriuuned  Strongbow,  into  Ireland, 
A.D.  1170.  It  is  a  curious  coincidence,  and 
worth  noting,  that,  as  already  shqwn,  the 
Devereuxes  descended  from  a  younger  son 
of  the  3rd  Duke  of  Normandy,  so  also 
Strongbow  himself  was  of  the  same  ducal 
stock,  the  De  Clare  family  deriving  their 
origin  from  Geoffrey,  another  son  (some 
authorities  state  a  natural  son)  of  Richard 
the  3rd  Duke, 

I  have  not  met  with  any  record  of  Sir 
Philijj  Devei'eux,  to  show  what  graut  of 
lands  he  received  from  the  Earl  of  Pembroke 
or  King  Henry  II.  ;  but  he  is  said  to  have 
married  Aliuia,  the  daughter  and  heiress  of 
Sir  Alexander  de  Headon,  knight,  of 
Balmagir,  and  with  her  to  have  obtained  the 
Uianor  and  lands  of  Balmagir,  which  pre- 
sumably had  been  a  grant  by  Strongbow  to 
her  father,  a  kiiight  also  in  his  train.  Sir 
Philip  was  most  likely  a  young  man  at  the 
time  ;  and  I  am  inclined  to  thiuk  that 
he  was  a  generation  further  removed  from 
Robert  Comte  De  Evreux  than  Strongbow, 
from  the  hitter's  brother  Geoffrey. 

Sir  Pliilip  had  a  son  Hugh,  who  appears  as 
one  of  the  witnesses  to  John  FitzGeollVey's 
charter  to  Kells  temp.,  King  Jolni,  in 
which  his  name  appears  Hugh  Devoueus, 
evidently  intended  for  Devereus  or  Devereux7 
The  manor  of  Balmagir,  whicli  was  situated 
in  the  barony  of  Bargy,^  became  the  heredi-

t.ivy  scat,  of  the  Deverenx  fnniily,  mid  con- 
tinued in  tlicir  possession  until  the  seviii- 
teeutli  century,  when,  in  common  witli  other 
representatives  of  theStronghonian  invaders, 
Nidiohis  Deverenx,  of  Balmngir,  gentleman, 
was  attainted,  his  estates  confiscated,  and 
his  name  included  amongst  those  to  he  trans- 
pLtnted  into  Connauglit.  I  shall  refer  to 
this  snhject  again.  Some  of  the  very  caily 
records  of  the  family  are  interesting  and  in- 
structive, and  alTord  materials  for  the  com- 
pilation of  a  perfect  pedigree. 

In  12-23,  7  Hen.  HI.,  we  find  Stephen 
Deverenx  being  in  the  King's  army  against 
the  Welsh,  had  scutage  of  all  his  tenants  in 
the  counties  of  Gloucester  and  Hereford, 
who  held  of  him  hy  military  service.  His 
son,  William  Deverenx,  in  1258,  42  Hen.  HI., 
had  a  summons  against  the  Welsh,  and  his 
grandson  was  summoned  as  a  haron  in  1384. ' 
It  is  more  than  probahle  that  the  Stephen 
Deverenx  here  referred  to  was  a  meniher  of 
the  Herefordshire  family,  and  not  one  of  the 
Wexford  Devereuxes  ;  but  the  note  is  of  use 
in  establishing  the  fact  that  the  name 
Stephen,  which  occurs  frequently  in  the  early 
part  of  the  Ealmagir  Pedigree,  was  also  in 
use  among  the  ICnglish  branch. 

In  1214,  15  King  John,  Stephen  Deverenx, 
of  Balmagir,  was  living,  married  to  Isabella 
Cantihipe,  or  Cantillon'" ;  and  in  12oG  we 
iind  Stephen  Deverenx  again."  This  Stephen 
was  doubtless  the  eon  and  heir  of  Sir  Hugh 
Deverenx,  who  witnessed  the  Charter  of 
Kells  in  John's  reign,  and  consequently 
grandson  of  Sir  Philip  Deverenx  and  the 
liady  Alicia  de  Ileadon." 

The  following  extracts,  from  the  Calendar 
of  Close  and  Patent  Rolls,  bearing  on  the 
Buhject,  will  be  found  useful  in  this  place 
(Sweetman's  edition,  vol.  i.)  : —

No.  1G80,  March  25th,  1229,  ides.— Grant  to 
John  D'Kvreux  of  lands  in  Dessys  (Decies) 
as  they  extend  from  Luzhargalvan  to  Mez- 
han,  as  the  water  of  Avenmore  runs  to  Duf- 
glas,  iind  the  water  of  Dufglas  to  the  nearest 
ford  of  Ijeichemaclergin  ;  and  as  those  lands 
extend  in  Slefto  to  Sleftrun,  viz.,  Anach  and 
Sounach,  Killorzhie,  Adentein,  Crumachtau, 
Seskincatry,  Ralinoenach,  Razhinakennardy, 
Baliachan,  Adferne,  Ballymalaly,  Balimi- 
thyan,  Balykennedy.  Ballydonan,  Kepach, 
Kenros,  Casclan,  Kiloounan,  Moy,  Tlielghy, 
Tholoch,  Henan  and  Kulman.  Further  grant 
to  the  said  John  of  Galles,  and  Ballybren- 
niiig,  Ardauch  and  Lislaan,  Culbethach,  and 
of  the  4th  part  of  Balimachethy  on  the  east 
aii.l  south.  All  which  lands  John  previously 
held  of  the  gift  of  Tliomas  Fitz.^ntiiony,  to 
have  and  to  hold  in  fee,  rendering  to  the 
King  31  marks  a  year.  Grant  of  free  warren 
in  the  lands  aforesaid.  John  and  his  lieirs 
shall  for  ever  be  quit  of  maintaining  archers 
for  those  lands.

Of  the  lands  mentioned  in  the  foregoing 
grant,  I  have  been  able  to  identify  the 
following,  viz.,  Seskincatry,  now  called  Shes- 
kin  ;  Ralinoenach,  now  Balinoe ;  Adferne, 
now  All'ane  ;  Ballymahily,  still  the  appellation 
of  a  townland  in  the  Decies  ;  Kepach,  changed 
to  Cappagh  ;  Kenros, now  Ross  and  Ardauch, 
which  is,  I  believe,  the  place  now  called  Ardoe, 
near  Ardmore,  on  the  south  coast. 

No.  1G81,  April  2nd,  1229.— The  King  to 
the  Justiciary  of  Ireland.  John  Deverenx 
has  made  with  the  King  a  fine  of  10/.,  pay- 
able  ut  the  ]:xchcquer,  Dublin,  to   have  of 


Uie  king's  gift,  tlie  lands  which  he  previously 
li;ul  of  the  gift  of  Thomas  FitzAutliony, 
rendering  31  marks.  Mundiite  :  that  having 
taken  security  for  the  money,  the  justiciary 
give  John,  seisin  of  the  lands,  according  to

In  1231,  IG  Hen.  III.,  a  John  Devereux  is 
found  thus  :  "  Jolin  D'Ehroic  [rather  quaint 
for  Devereux] ,  Ilex  Conip  de  XX.  '  pro  def ' 
cu  legis  faciende.  In  thriJ  Ultv  p.  1  tall,  IG 
Hen.  III.,  Couipotus  Co.  Waterford.""  Tliis 
entry  appears  to  confer  some  legal  powers 
upon  John  Devereux. 

No.  2027,  April  iiith,  1233.  Mandate  to 
the  Justiciary  of  Ireland  to  give  seisin  to 
John  Devereux  of  all  the  lands  which  he  held 
of  the  gift  of  Thomas  FitzAntliony,  and  of 
which  liichard  de  Burgh,  when  justiciary, 
retained  a  portion  in  his  hands. — (West- 
ininster,  Close,  17  Hen.  HI.,  in.  10.) 

2055,  7th  August,  1233. — The  king  com- 
mands jMaurice  FitzGerald  to  cause  John 
d'Evreux  to  have  seisin  according  to  his 
charter  of  the  lauds  which  he  had  of  the  gift 
of  Thomas  FitzAnthony,  in  Galles,  Belli- 
lirannyn,  Arda,  Lisuaan,  Gurhetha,  and 
Cuhna,  whereof  the  king  disseised  John,  and 
wiiich  the  king  suhsequentiy  granted  to  him 
by  charter  aforesaid. — (Windsor,  Close,  17 
Hen.  HI.) 

2107,  May  2nd,  123'1.— As  Walter  de  Lascy 
is  on  the  King's  service  in  Ireland,  the  ISherill' 
of  Hereford  is  commanded  to  respite,  till  tlie 
Quinzaino  of  Miciuiehnaa,  the  plaint  in  his 
county,  hy  the  Iving's  writ  between  Walter  do 
IJaskerviUe  complainant,  and  the  said  Walter 
deforcieut,  touching  the  daughters  of  8lcj)Iu'ii 
y/A'i;;Y'((.f.'*— (Reading,  Close,  18  Hen.

D'Evreux  menti' ned  in  the  foregoing  re- 
cords was  a  brotlier  of  Stephen  D'l'^ vreux  of 
lialmagir,  who  married  Isaliella  Cantilupe, 
as  already  mentioned.      Stephen  succeeded

to  the  Manor  of  Balmagir  ;  and  his  younger 
brotlier,  John,  obtained  from  Thomas  Fitz- 
Anthony  a  grant  of  lands  in  the  County  of 
Waterford.  Thomas  FitzAnthony  was  Lord  of 
Decies,  and  Desniond,  Seneschal  of  Leinster, 
and  Bailill'  of  Kerry.  He  left  at  his  decease 
live  co-heiresses,  one  of  whom,  Margery,  the 
4th  daughter,  mariiedJoiin  FitzThomas,  the 
son  and  heir  of  Tiiomas  FitzMaurice  Fitz- 
Gerald, surnaiaed  the  Great,  Lord  of  O'Con- 
nelloe,  who  died  in  1213.  Margery  Fitz- 
A.ntliony  brought  with  her  in  marriage  the 
Decies,  Desmond,  and  other  lands.  Her  son 
and  grandson  were  Lords  of  Decies  and 
Desmond  ;  and  her  great-grandson,  Maurice 
FitzThomas  FitzGerald,  4th  Lord  of  Decien 
and  Desmond,  was  created  Earl  of  Desmond 
by  patent  dated  August  27th,  132<J,  and  was 
the  1st  Earl  of  Desmond.  Another  of  the 
daagliters,  Dionisia,  married  William  de 
Cantilupe,"'  probably  brother  of  Isabella,  who 
married  Sir  Stephen  Devereux,  and  this  con- 
nection may  account  for  the  grant  of  land  in 
Waterford  to  Juhit  Devereux.  I  am  inclined 
to  think  that  this  John  Devereux  left  no  issue, 
as  the  lands  he  held  uudouhtedly  passed  into 
the  possession  of  the  Jilarls  of  Desmond,  and 
were  held  by  a  branch  of  the  family,  viz.,  the 
FitzGeralds  of  Dromana,  wiio  were  lords  of 
the  Decies,  including  Keapaeh  (Cappaghj, 
Ballymalaly,  &e. 

Ne.xt  we  lind  Sir  Stephen  Devereux,  of 
Balmagir  (1  Ed\V.  I.,  1272),  eldest  son  and 
heir  of  Stephen  Devereux  and  Isabella  Can- 
tilupe, living  knighted  in  12'JG,'*  then  chief  of 
a  grand  jury  on  the  Jilarl  of  Pembii)ke's  lands. 
Ilia  deed  of  Lord  Henry  de  Carew,  dated 
1280,  he  appears  as  a  witness,  and  is  called 
"  Doniiiius."  "  It  is  recorded  that  in  the 
same  reign  (lulw.  I.)  a  Sir  John  Devereux 
founded  the  Convent  for  Friars  Blinors  at 
New  Iloss'* ;  and  we  may  reasonably  presume

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that  he  was  a  brother  of  Sir  Stephen.  A 
sister  of  this  Sir  Stephen  Devereux,  tlie  Lmly 
IMiuguret  Devereux,  was  the  wife  of  Sir 
Alexander  do  Raymond,  or  Redmond,  knight, 
of  "  The  Hall,"  Co.  Wexford,  who  died  in 
I'iSa.  This  marriage  is  thus  recorded  in  the 
ancient  Latin  pedigree  of  the  family  : — 
"  Buiniiuts  AJexambr  do  Rechnund  de  Aiilti 
tiiitca  qui  ohiit  A.D.  1285,  niipt.  fait  a  Mar- 
ijiiretd  JiH(i  Do)niin  Stephaiil  Beut-rcn.c  da 
Bidhj)iia(juir  in  Oomitittu  U e.c/ordcnsi  njtiitia." 
For  many  generations  after  the  Conquest  the 
Anglo-Norman  settlers  intermarried  amongst 
themselves,  and  this  practice  was  particularly 
adhered  to  in  the  Co.  Wexford,  as  a  study  of 
the  pedigrees  of  the  old  Wexford  families  will 
show  ;  and  probably  that  fact  may  account  to 
a  great  extent  for  the  peculiarity  of  manners, 
habits,  and  language  in  the  baronies  of  Shel- 
burne.  Forth,  and  Bargy,  even  to  this  day. 
In  the  year  1305  Sir  Stephen  Devereux,  son 
and  heir  of  the  preceding,  was  living.  In 
1307,  he  was  kinghted,  and  in  1323  he  held 
two  knights'  fees  in  Maghmain  by  royal 
service.  A  deed  to  his  sons,  except  John 
and  Reymond,  and  which  is  preserved  in  tlie 
British  Museum,'"  is  dated  at  Balmagyr  in 
1327.  Separate  deeds  to  his  sons  Reymond 
and  John,  dated  respectively  1310  and  1320, 
are  also  preserved  in  tlie  same  library.^"  He 
had  eight  sons,  viz.,  Nicholas,  John,  Michael, 
Alexander,  Reymond,  William,  Robert,  and 
Stephen. 

A  standing  proof  of  this  knight's  wealth 
and  public  spirit  existed  almost  to  our  own 
times.  It  is  recorded  that  the  town  of 
Wexford,  having  been  much  enlarged  beyond 
the  walls  of  the  Ostmen,  by  the  influx  of  new 
settlers,  and  the  increase  of  commerce 
created  l)y  the  settlement  of  the  Normans,  a 
new  wall  was  commenced  in  the  reign  of 
King  John,  but  was  not  finished  until  that 
of  li^dward  III.,  when  Sir- I'Sle/iJicn  Devereux, 
Knight,  of  BahiKujir,  completed  it,  and 
erected  a  grand  west  gate  near  the  Abbey 
of  Selskar,  an  old  religious  house  of  the 
Ostmen,  in  which  the  Jirst  couple  of  E/ujIish 
hirth   were    married    iu     Ireland,     namely,

Raymond  or  Redmond  le  Gros  and  Basilea 
do  Clare,  sister  of  Strongbow.  This  gate 
was  near  to  the  large  castle,  with  a  gateway 
under  it  for  a  sally-port ;  and  over  the  new 
gate  Devereux  placed  his  arms,  with  the 
following  words  inscribed  : — 

"  Nisi  Dominus  Custodit  Civitatum 

Frustra  Vigilant  qui  Custodiant  Earn." 
This  gate,  with  the  other  gates  of  the  town, 
five  in  number,  was  taken  down  in  175'J. 
After  the  Insurrection  of  1798,  the  gates 
were  all  erected  in  a  plain  manner,  and 
finally  again  taken  down  iu  1858.^' 

Sir  Stephen  Devereux  was  living  iu  1327, 
as  the  deed  to  his  sons  is  dated  in  that  year, 
and  he  probably  died  about  that  period.  I 
possess  no  record  of  his  wife's  name. 
Alexander,  the  second  son,  was  father  of 
Nicholas,  living  in  13G7.  His  eldest  sau, 
Nicholas,  succeeded  him.  Of  this  Nicholas 
Devereux,  many  and  interesting  records  are 
extant.  He  was  summoned  among  the  mag- 
nates of  Ireland  in  1320,  as  of  Indmaijir  ; 
and  he  was  a  commissioner  over  the  affnirs 
of  Dunbrody  Abbey  before  .1347."  In  1349 
(22  I'^dw.  III.),  he  was  one  of  the  sureties  for 
John  Esmond,  late  Bishop  of  Ferns.  He 
had  been  appointed  in  133G  Keeper  and 
Seneschall  of  the  County,  and  of  the  Earl  of 
Pembroke's  lands,  which  ofHce  he  held  for 
ten  years.  In  1846  (19  Edw,  IH.),  he  was 
summoned  among  the  gentry  of  the  County 
Wexford  to  attend  the  Lord  Justice  of 
Ireland,  with  horse,  and  arms.  Besides 
Nicholas  Devereux,  four  others  of  the  name 
were  summoned,  viz.,  Adam,  Alexander, 
Richard,  and  Walter  FitzStephen  Devereux. 
The  Alexander  here  noticed  may  have  been 
the  Alexander,  son  of  Sir  Stephen,  already 
mentioned  ;  and  Adam,  Richard,  and  Walter 
in  all  probability  his  nephews — undoubtedly 
they  were  of  the  same  family,  and  must  have 
been  closely  related.  In  1350  (20  Edw.  III.), 
Nicholas  Devereux  appeared  Custos  Pacis  in 
the  County  Wexford,  and  in  the  same  year 
Henry  fitzRenuindi,  ,  or  fitzRedmond,  or 
Redmond,  was  also  Custos  Pacis  for  the  same 
county    (23rd     January,    135G).       Nicholas

Deverenx,  of  Baliuagir,  whom  these  records 
prove  to  have  heen  a  niau  of  inllueuce  and 
consideration  in  the  aft'airs  of  the  county, 
married  Johanna,  third  daughter  of  Nicholas 
Aungcr,  of  Ross,^'  and  lie  died  at  Balniagir 
on  the  nth  of  March,  1879  (2  Eic.  11.)^*  The 
custody  of  his  hinds  was  granted  to  Tlioiuas 
Deun,  Bish«p  of  Ferns,  and  Johanna 
Devereux,  liie  widow,  on  the  2Gth  July,  1392** 
(15  Ric.  II.)  He  left  two  sons — John,  who 
died  young,  and  Nicholas,  heir  to  his  father  ; 
but,  heiug  a  minor  at  his  father's  deatli,  the 
custody  of  his  lands  appears  to  have  been 
granted  from  12Lh  llarch,  1379  (2  Ric.  II.), 
the  daij  after  his  fdthc'r's  death,  to  Walter 
Syunott,  also  a  minor  (15  Ric.  II.)  Thirteen 
years  after  (1392)  the  Bishop  of  Ferns,  and 
Johanna,  his  mother,  were  appointed 
custodians. 

Nicholas  Aunger,  of  Ross,  who  was  either 
the  grandfather  or  stepfather  of  young 
Nicholas  Devereu.x,  the  heir,  had  the  custody 
of  a  messuage  and  three  carucates  of  laud  in 
Balmagyr,  till  the  hoy  came  of  age,  which 
were  held  of  Richard  Earl  of  Arundel,  and 
Philippa,  his  wife  (who  was  a  daughter  of 
Edmond  Mortimer,  third  Earl  of  March  and 
Ulster,  and  the  widow,  previous  to  her 
marriage  with  the  Earl  of  Arundel,  of  Sir 
John  Hastings,  third  Earl  of  Pembroke,  who 
was  killed  in  1389.2  6

deduced  its  pedigree  from  liohert  de  Hastings,  I'oilgrave  of 
Hastings,  Lord  of  I'iUongley,  lu  Warwielishire,  and  iiispen- 
sutor,  or  Steward  to  William  tho  Coniiiiei'or.  The  buccessur 
of  llobert  was  Walter  de  Hastings,  Steward  to  lleiuy  I  ,  us 
owner  of  the  Manor  of  Asliill,  County  Norfolk,  a  grant  fruin 
the  Crown,  upon  the  condition  of  taking  caro  of  the  iiaperie 
(table-linen)  at  the  Coronation.  A  direct  descendant  of  this 
Walter,  Jchn  de  Hastings,  Lord  Hastings  and  ISerKuvenny, 
was  one  of  the  aspirants  to  the  Scottish  thi'une  in  i  ight  of  his 
grandmother,  Ada,  who  was  niece  to  Jhilcolm  IV.  and 
AVilllam  the  Lion,  liings  of  Scotland,  lie  ni.irried  Isabel, 
d.inghter  ol  William  de  Valence,  and  sister  and  co-heir  of 
Aymer  de  V.dence,  Earls  of  I'embroke.  Isabel  de  Valence 
was  the  great-great-grand  daughter  of  Strongbow  and  Eva, 
her  mother  being  Joan,  daughter  of  Joan,  the  eldest  daughter 
of  Wm.  Marshall  the  elder,  l':arl  of  renibiuUe,  Lord  of 
AVexford,  by  Isabella,  only  child  of  Strongbow  and  Eva.  At 
the  death  of  her  hve  brothers,  William,  llichard,  Uilberl, 
Walter,  and  Auselm,  without  issue,  Joan  and  her  four  sisters 
Inherited  the  kingdom  of  Leinsler.  Joan's  portion  was  the 
County  Wexloril,  and  William  de  Valence,  who  was  the 
uterine  biolher  ot  Henry  111.,  became  Lord  of  Wexford,  and 
Karl  of  I'embroke  in  right  of  his  wiie.  His  son  Aymer  de 
Valence  succeeded  to  the  Lordship  of  Wextord  and  Karldom 
01  l-'cmbruke,  but  died  without  issue,  when  the  title  and  the 


Nicholas  Aunger  complained  that  Devereux 
struck,  wounded,  and  ill-treated  him  ;  and 
in  1407  (8  Hen.  IV.),  we  find  Nicholas  and 
John  Fitz-Nicholas  Deyereux  jnirdoncd  for 
intniaioiis  into  the  Manor  of  Bidmaijyr.  It 
may  very  reasonably  be  inferred  from  these 
facts  that  the  youthful  heir  and  his  brother 
John,  did  not  approve  of  tho  guardianship  of 
Aunger,  who,  perhaps,  overstepped  his  legal 
rights  as  custodian  of  their  lands.  It  would 
appear  likely  that  such  was  the  case,  and 
that  ho  took  advantage  of  his  relationship, to 
retain  possession  of  the  Manor.  It  seems  to 
me  much  more  probable  that  this  Aunger  was 
their  istcjifatJier  and  not  their  grandfather, 
considering  the  hostile  feelings  existing 
between  them. 

In  1-1U7,  the  year  the  young  Devereuxes 
intruded  into  the  Manor  of  Balmagyr,  the 
heir  had  arrived  at  manhood.  He  came  of 
age  in  1400,  and  therefore  he  was  no  longer 
under  the  custody  or  guardianship  of  the 
Bishop  of  Ross  and  Nicholas  Aunger,  and  he 
naturally  claimed  his  own.  There  is  a  curious 
old  rhyme  still  preserved  amongst  the  people 
of  the  southern  baronies  of  the  County 
Wexford,  which  records  the  names  of  many 
old  Anglo-Norman  families,  and  describes 
their  temperaments  and  characteristics.  I 
give  a  few  of  the  names  as  I  heard  them, 
and  I  should  feel  glad  if  Mr.  Mayler,  or  any 
resident  of  the  county,  could  augment  tho 
list  :—

lionours,  viz  ,  Lord  Hastings,  Bergavenny,  and  WeishlorJ 
(Wexford),  devolved  upon  his  graud-nejiliew  Laurence,  who 
was  created  Earl  of  I'einoroke,  by  patent  dated  LJth  October, 
Uay.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  brother,  the  s.  cond  Earl, 
wlH'.se  son,  Sir  John  Hastings,  third  Eurl  of  Pembroke  and 
Lord  of  Wi  ishfuid,  was  accidentally  killed  in  u  tournament  liy 
Sir  John  St.  John,  at  Woodstock.

The  incidents  just  related  in  connection 
with  Nicholas  Devercux  and  his  guardian, 
show  that  the  young  hot  blood  of  Proud 
Devereux  rebelled  against  Aunger's 
authority  ;  and  that  he  did  so  successfully  is 
recorded,  as  we  find  him  in  the  IBth  Hen.  IV., 
1413,  five  years  afterwards,  styled  "  of  Bal- 
magyr,"  in  which  year  ho  was  appointed 
one  of  the  commissioners  for  raising  money 
in  the  barony  of  Bargy,  to  present  to  the 
Prior  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem,  for  Lis 
services  in  the  County  of  Wexford."  In 
1408,  on  the  12th  of  March,  he  was  appointed 
justice  of  the  peace  in  the  same  county. -^ 
In  1422  (1  Hen.  VI.),  Nicholas  Devereux, 
then  about  forty-three  years  of  age,  appeared 
one  of  the  five  justices  in  six  counties,  for 
"  inquiring  into  wrongs,"  &c.,  and  one  of  the 
four  in  the  Counties  of  Wexford  and  Wuter- 
ford,  by  patent  1  Hen.  VI.,  1422,  and  5  lien. 
VI. ^^  In  the  same  year  the  custody  of  the 
lands  of  Nicholas  Hay  was  granted  to  him, 
armiger  dated  80th  December,  which  grant 
was  revoked  on  the  14th  February  following 
(2  Hen.  VI.,  1428J.3' 

Of  the  other  seven  sons  of  Sir  Stephen 
Devereux,  who  was  knighted  in  1807,  the 
following  records  are  extant. 

The  deed  to  his  son  John  is  dated  1320; 
tiuit  to  his  iifth  son  Keymond  of  Duncorniuck 
7th  November,  1310.  His  third  son  Michael 
■was  chief  sergeant  of  County  Wexford  before 
1350  (29  Edw.  IIl.).^-  Stephen,  the  youngest 
son,  was  a  witness  to  the  charter  of  Aymer 
de  Valence,  Earl  of  Pembroke,  to  Wexford 
in  1317  ;  and  in  1335  Stephen  JJeirunn  was 
summoned  among  the  County  Wexford 
gentlemen  to  Scotland. — (Grace.)  A  Ilcnuind 
Devcrus  is  also  found  having  u  son  John, 
which  John  Dcvcrus,  or  Devereux,  was 
"  feoll'ed "  in  lauds  in  Kyltra  in  1384  (7 
Rie.  II.).  He  was  the  Reymoud  to  whom  his 
father  granted  the  deed  dated  1310,  and  is 
described  as  of  Duncormuck.  I  find  no  other 
member  of  the  family  bearing  the  Christian 
name  of  Reymoud.  He  was  the  grand- 
nephew  of  Margaret  Devereux,  who  married

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Sir  Alexander  de  Ptayraond,  "  Knight  of  tlic 
Hall,"  and  presumably  he  was  called  Rcy  • 
mond  owing  to  the  alliance  between  the  two 
families. 

So  far,  these  fragmentary  and  disjointed 
notices  and  records  of  individuals  of  the  name 
of  Devereux,  if  strung  together  in  ciironolo- 
gical  sequence,  will  construct  an  interesting 
pedigree  of  tliis  once  powerful  family. 

From  Sir  Philip  Devereux,  who  came  in 
with  Strongbow,  a.d.  1170,  to  Sir  Nicholas 
Devereux,  just  noticed,  living  in  1423,  there 
were  seven  generations,  inclusive,  namely 
(retroceding),  Nicholas,  the  son  of  Nicholas, 
son  of  Stephen,  son  of  Stephen,  son  of 
Ste])hen,  son  of  Hugh,  son  of  Sir  Philip,  who 
married  Alicia  de  Ileadon  of  Bahuagir  ;  and 
as  from  a.d.  1170  to  1423  embraces  a  period 
of  253  years,  an  average  duration  of  36  years 
to  each  generation  is  thus  allowed — a  com- 
putation very  probably  correct. 

A  dililculty  now  arises,  however,  in  con- 
necting Nicholas  Devereux,  vicens  1423,  with 
the  John  Devereux  whose  death  I  liud  re- 
corded as  having  occurred  in  1540  at  Balma- 
gir.  Several  generations  intervened  between 
these  dates,  and  perhaps  a  glance  at  some 
scattered  notices  of  other  members  of  the 
family  may  throw  a  light  on  this  portion  of 
the  chronicle,  and  fill  in  the  chasm.  In  1417 
William  Devcros  signed  the  letter,  dated  2Gth 
June,  from  the  Prelates  and  Lords  of  the 
Pule  to  Henry  V.,  in  behalf  of  the  great  Earl 
of  Shrewsbury.  He  was  probably  brother  of 
Nicholas. 

In  1449,  1st  August  (28  lien.  .VI.),  Sir 
Walter  Devereux  received  a  grant  of 
X'13  Os.  8d.  yearly  from  the  king  out  of  the 
Irish  revenue,  for  life,  for  good  and  laudable 
services  in  the  liingiish  and  French  Wars." 
It  is,  I  think,  very  likely  tliat  he  was  the 
eldest  son  of  Nicholas  (1423). 

In  1400  Magister  John  Deveros  was  wit- 
ness to  a  deed  at  Rathmacknee  concerning 
the  vicarage  there.^'

In  1508  Richard  Devereux  received  a  grant 
from  the  Earl  of  Shrewslmry  of  the  village  of 
Grange,  and  a  j)lo\vhind  in  the  Manor  of 
Roslare,  dated '2nd  July  (124  Hen.  VII.),  1508.35 

In  153G  John  Devereux  was  seized  of  the 
same  village  of  Grange  and  the  plowlaiid  in 
the  Manor  of  lloslare. 

I  have  already  referred  to  John  Devereux 
of  Balmagir,  Esq.,  who  died  in  1540,  and, 
presuming  him  to  have  heen  the  son  of 
Richard  ahove,  who  was  son  of  John  and 
grandson  of  Sir  Walter,  we  have  a  tolerably 
reliahle  pedigree  to  work  on.  P'rom  this  John 
the  descent  is  authentically  deduced  to  the 
present  day.  I  am  aware  that  these  links  are 
rather  slenderly  hound  together,  which  con- 
nect 1423  with  1540  ;  hut  a  presumption  that 
I  am  fairly  correct  in  the  compilation  may  he 
allowed.  John  Devereux,  of  Balmagir,  Esq., 
died  in  1540,'*  and  was  succeeded  by  his 
grandson.  Sir  Nicholas  Devereux,  of  whom, 
however,  I  will  have  more  to  say  anon.  Some 
extremely  interesting  records  are  extant 
regarding  John  Devereux,  and,  as  they  exhibit 
the  manners  and  customs  of  the  time,  they 
are  worth  introducing  here. 

Among  the  Presentments  of  Juries  for  the 
Counties  Wexford  and  Kilkenny,  the  name  of 
Devereux  occurs  very  frequently.  In  a  MS. 
preserved  in  the  State  Papers  Oflice,  dated 
October,  1537,  entitled  "Ye  Verdict  of  ye 
Commons  for  ye  body  of  ye  County  of  Wex- 
ford," John  Devereux  and  Nicholas  Devereux 
are  the  fust  names  on  the  jury  ;  and  the  first 
Presentment  is  as  follows  : — "  First,  ye  said 
jury  present  that  the  Lord  of  Ossory  entered 
into  the  Castle  of  Durbard's  Island  with  the 
appurtenances,     witii      force,     upon      John

"We  learn  tliat  Widi.im  .Marshall  luni  of  l>om 
biolic,  who  liad  married  Isabella,  only  eliikl  of  Stronnhow,  and 
the  I'rincess  Eva,  only  cliild  of  Uerrnot  McMniion(,'h,  (i"anltd 
tlic  churcli  of  Uutlanaeknee  to  tlie  Priory  of  uU  ll.illows, 
Iniblin,  which  gram  was  confirmed  by  Tope  Innocent  V.  in 
l'.'7r,."  Henry  Vlll.  conllscated  the  priory  and  all  its  lioldin^s 
to  the  Mayor  and  Corpoiallon  of  Hublln,  for  their  loy.ilty 
during  the  revolt  of  "Silken  Thomas  "  The  living'  of  Itath- 
macknee  thus  became  vested  iu  tho  municipality  of  Dublin 
until  1S42.

Devereux,  the  king's  constable  there,  and  the 
same  with  force  hath  withholdeu  since  the 
22nd  yeare  of  our  sovereign  lord  yo  king's 
reign." 

Again,  the  15th  Presentment :—"  Item  : 
They  present  that  Gerald  Doye  Prendergast, 
and  Kayer  More  McForish,  constable  of  Kar- 
lough  ;  Edm.  Dutl'e,  seneschall  of  Kensle, 
came  with  McMurroo^''  to  Balmager  ye  third 
day  of  August  in  the  2Gth  year  of  our  sove- 
raine  lord  (1534)  with  the  number  of  1,000 
men,  and  then  and  there  brent  the  towne  of 
Balmagyr,  with  a  banner  displayed,  and 
murdered  and  wounded  dyvers  servants  of 
John  Dever<jux,  and  feloniously  in  goods  and 
chattells  did  take  away  to  the  value  of  J.'300 
or  more." 

This  very  determined  attack  on  Balmagir 
occurred  during  the  revolt  of  "  Silkea 
Thomas,"  which  had  commenced  about  one 
mouth  previously  (,30th  July,  1534).  Gerald 
]3uoy  Pj'endergast,  mentioned  in  tho  present- 
ment, was  probably  a  retainer  of  the  Earl  of 
Kihiare,  and  McFioris  (MacPiers  Birming- 
ham, constable  of  his  Castle  of  Carlow). 
They  were,  doubtless,  sent  down  to  attack 
Devereux  of  Balmagir,  the  head  of  whose  line 
usually  led  the  Englishry  of  Wexford.  It 
was  a  daring  exploit  on  tho  part  of  Mac- 
Murrough,  when  it  is  considered  tliat  Balma- 
gir was  situated  on  the  extreme  southern  coast 
of  the  barony  of  Bargy,  ou  the  shore  of 
Ballyteige  Bay,  and  that  he  had  to  march 
through  the  hostile  baronies.  Edm.  DulFe, 
or  IMac-Edmond  Dull',  was  the  chief  of  tho 
Clanlvinsellagh  that  owned  the  Kinsellagli's 
Country  in  the  north  east  of  the  County  of 
Wexford.'*  John  Devereux,  ou  wliom  the 
onslaught  (quoted  above)  was  made,  had  heen 
justiciary  of  tlic  county  under  the  Earl  of 
Shrewsbury,  iu  the  beginning  of  this  reign. — 
(Inquisition  taken  in  the  Castle  of  Wexford, 
2  lien.  VIII.,  enrolled  in  the  Exchequer  31 
Eliz.,  m.  113.)  He  received  a  grant  trom  the 
Eiirl  of  Shrewsbury  of  Hillton  and  Bully  begge. 

The  20th  Presentment  again  introduces 
John  Devereux  : — "  Item  :  They  present  that

And  the  23rd  thus: — Item  :  "  They  present 
that  John  Slierlock,  merchant,  of  Waterford, 
did  cause  and  prpcure  Perse,  ICarl  of  Ossory, 
and  Lord  James  Butler,  to  come  with  tlieir 
great  oste  violently,  with  force  and  arms  unto 
the  parish  of  Mulrankan,  in  ye  County  of 
AVexford,  ye  2nd  day  of  February,  ye  21th 
year  of  ye  raigne  of  our  soveniine  lord  ;  and 
then  and  there  did  feloniously  take  away  from 
Walter  Browne,  of  Mulrankan,  and  John 
Devereux,  and  certain  goods  from  James 
Keatinge,to  ye  valew  of  £100  and  more  ;  and 
then  the  said  Lord  James  Butler,  with  part 
of  the  said  oste,  did  menace  ye  commonalty 
of  Federt,  to  have  coyne  and  livery  of  them  ; 
and  in  eschewing  of  ye  same,  were  compelled 
to  pay  unto  ye  said  James  20  marks. ^^ 

The  John  Devereux  referred  to  in  the 
foregoing  records  had  three  sons — Nicholas, 
the  eldest,  who,  however,  dying  in  the  lifetime 
of  bis  father,  never  inherited  the  family 
estates;  Alexander,  the  second  son,  the  last 
abbot  of  tlie  famous  Cistercian  ^lonastery  of 
Dunbrody  (of  him  I  shall  have  more  to  say 
presently) ;  and  James,  the  third  son.  The 
eldest  son,  Nicholas,  married  Eleanor,  dau. 
of  James  Keatinge  (a  younger  brother  of 
David  Keatinge,  of  Baldwinstown,  Esq.), 
grand  prior  of  Kilmainham,  or  of  St.  John  of 
Jerusalem,  by  whom  he  left  issue — of  whom 
presently. 

A  short  account  of  Alexander  Devereux, 
the  mitred  Abbot  of  Dunbrody,  will  not  be 
out  of  place  here. 

In  the  year  1537,  Dunbrody  Abbey,  and  all 
its  possessions,  lauds,  titles,  advowsons, 
immuuities,  and  piivileges,  were  declared 
vested  in  the  Grown,  at  a  Parliament  held  in 
Limerick.  Alexander  Devereux,  honi  at 
Balmagir,  had  sate  as  abbot  of  the  ancient 
and  venerable  Abbey  of  Dunbrody,  or  Dun- 
brothy,  for  some  years  previously  ;  and  in 
1544;  he  formally  surrendered  the  abbey  and 
its  belongings.   Before,  however,  parting  with 
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the  very  extensive  property  of  the  celebr.ited 
abbey,  he  provided  rather  liberally  for  sever. il 
members  of  his  own  fiimiiy.*" 

1522.  Alexander  Devereux  was  abbot,  and 
by  deed  dated  10th  May,  1542,  he  granted  to 
Stephen  Devereux  tlic  town  of  Ijuttlestoun, 
the  villages  of  Little  llagart  and  Great 
llagart,  Ballygow  and  Ballycorcuu,  with  all 
the  towns,  lands,  &c.,  from  tlie  water  of  tlie 
great  moor  of  Glonard  to  that  of  the  bislio[)'a 
lands,  tlience  to  that  which  runiicLli  to  Duii- 
gulph,  and  so  on  to  the  iHiuiimj.i  of  Keuuagh 
and  Ballyrjiotby,  within  the  Barony  of  Dun- 
brodv,  for  the  full  term  of  01  years,  at  the 
annual  rent  of  22  uiurcs  (LSls.  4d.).  lie 
leased,  in  1540,  to  his  brother,  James 
Devereux,*'  and  to  his  cousins,  Philip  and 
William  Devereux,  almost  all  his  fee  lands 
at  simill  rents,  including  the  lands  of  Beg- 
Erin,  Ballygeary,  and  Sledagh,  with  a  water 
mill  thereon,  for  ever.*'  He  was  also  seised 
of  Maglas,  and  in  155i5  granted  it  and  other 
lands  to  James  and  John  Devereux.  It  has 
been  stated  by  some  that  the  bishoj)  nnirried, 
about  1540,  Anne,  daughter  of  D.  Keatinge, 
Esq.,  and  had  the  two  sons,  James  and  John,

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mentioned  aliove.  Tlie  elder,  James,  had 
two  sons — Alexander,  wlio  was  seised  of 
Manias,  and  died  20th  Dec,  1001,  s.p.,  and 
John  of  Maglas,  hrother  and  heir,  who  was 
born  in  1570,  was  unmarried  in  IGOl,  nud  in 
l(jt)8  was  one  of  the  gentlemen  of  the  Barony 
of  Fortli.''^  That  the  Lishop  really  did  marry 
subsequently  to  the  surrender  of  the  abl/ey, 
I  cannot  offer  any  convincing  proofs,  hut 
it  is  not  improbable.  The  fact  of  his 
being  seised  of  the  lands  of  Maglas,  &c.,  in 
1553,  which  he  grunted  to  James  and  John, 
and  which  descended  to  James'  sons,  Alexan- 
der and  John,  is  suggestive,  but  not  con- 
vincing. Alexander  died  issueless  ;  his 
brother  John's  descendants,  if  any,  I  cannot 
trace. 

On  the  14th  December,  1539,  the  late  Abbot 
of  Dunbrody  was  appointed  to  tlie  bishopric 
of  Ferns,  vacant  by  the  death  of  John  Purfel 
(Purcell  ?j,  in  the  July  of  the  same  year.  He 
was  consecrated  on  the  above  date  in  St. 
Patrick's  Cathedral,  Dublin,  by  George 
Browne,  the  first  Protestant  archbishop  of 
that  See.  In  15G0  the  first  Irish  Parliament 
under  C^ueen  Elizabeth  met  in  Dublin.  The 
County  Wexford  was  represented  by  the 
following  : —

It  was  during  his  bisho])ric  that  he  made 
the  various  grants  of  hinds  just  mentioned.*' 
He  presided  at  Ferns  for  about  27  years,  and 
died  ut  Fetbard  in  150-1,  and  lies  there  buried 
in  the  chancel  of  the  cliurch.

Ho  was 
succeeded  in  the  see  of  Ferns  by  John 
Devereux,  to  whom  I  shall  refer  again. *^ 

It  will  be  necessary  now  to  revert  to 
Nicholas,  the  eldest  son  of  John  Devereux. 
His  wife,  as  already  shown,  was  Eleanor 
Keating,**  and  by  her  he  left  at  his  decease 
(which  occurred  in  the  lifetime  of  his  father) 
three  children — one  sun,  Nicholas,  and  two 
daugbters.  The  son  and  heir  was  likewise 
called  Nicholas,  and  of  him  many  and  inter- 
esting records  are  in  existence,  which  prove 
him  to  have  lieen  one  of  the  most  conspicuous 
and  distinguished  of  his  family.  His  sisters 
were  (1st)  Jane,  who  died  in  15-12,  wife  of 
Robert  iledmond,  of  "  The  Hall,"  Co.  Wex- 
ford, Esci.,  and  of  "  The  Hooke,"  the  eldest 
son  and  heir  of  Sir  John  liedmond,  of  "  The 
Hall  "  and  of  "  The  Hooke,"  who  was  desig- 
nated L'qticiS  JJuttjjitabilis,  as  recorded  in 
tiie  old  Latin  genealogy.  The  second 
daughter  (Margaret,  I  think  her  name)  mar- 
ried Patrick  Browne,  of  ilulranken,  Esq., 
and  was  mother  of  the  Bobert  Browne  of 
Slulranken,  wlio  met  an  untimely  death  at 
the  hands  of  Brien  MacCahir  Cavenagb. 
The  incident  is  thus  related  by  the  Abbe 
MacGeogbegan,  in  his  "  History  of  Ireland," 
at  page  -105  : — 

"  Brien  Cavenagb,  son  of  Cahir  MacArt, 
wbo  was  created  Baron  of  Balian  by  Queea 
^lary,  caused  great  disturbance  in  Leinster. 
He  was  a  brave  and  accomplished  nobleman  ; 
he  killed  Ilolicil  JJruicii,  Lord  of  Malrciiliuta 
(a.d.  1572),  fur  having  insulted  him.  Brien's 
pride  made  him  so  formidable  to  his  ueigh- 
buiir.s,  that  Sir  Nicholas  Devereux  and  tlie 
principal  inhabitants  of  Wexford  assembled 
t(j  cbeck  his  [irogress.  They  came  to'  an 
engagement,    wliich  was   fatal    to   Devereux.

Sir  Nicholas  Devereux,  who  was  so  unfor- 
tunate iu   this  contest  with   the  Kavana^hs 
was  the  son  of  Nicholas  Devereux  and  h]ieanor 
Keating.  His  name  has  been  brought  forward 
rather  prominently  in  the  Journal  R.H.A.A.I. 
lately,  in    connection  with    the     Castle    of 
Adamstown,  and  the  memorial  slab  of  which 
I  gave  an  account  and  etching. — (See  pp.  408- 
413,  vol.  viii.,  4th   series,  July,  1888.)     ^Yith

knight,  Lord  of  Coroghmore,  who  was  created 
a  Peer  of  Ireland  by  Henry  VIII.,  under  the 
title  of  Lord  le  Power  and  Coroghmore,  a 
Dobleman  at  that  time  holding  almost  sove- 
reign sway  over  the  whole  County  of  Water- 
ford.  He  was  a  ward  of  Lord  le  Power  and 
Coroghmore,  and  received  his  portion  in  ward 
marriiK/e  with  the  Lady  Katherine  Power. 
This  dowry  of  his  bride  gives  us  an  insight 
into  the  wealth  of  the  great  landed  proprietors 
at  the  period.  The  following  is  the  grant,  i/i 
extotso,  from  Presentments  of  Juries  of  the 
County  Waterford,  1537  :—''■'

Again,  in  tlie  Presentments  of  the  City  of 
Waterford,  29  Hen.  VIII.,  the  dowry  is  thus 
referred  to : — 

"  Itm. — They  p'scnte  that  the  said  Lady 
(Katherine  Butler)  marieng  her  daughter  to 
Nicholas  Deve'ux  of  balymegyr  tooke  c'ten 
kyen  't  shepe  towards  her  niariage  of  ev'y 
village  of  the  countrey,  which  catell  her 
daught'  Kateryu  Power  had  awaye  to  her  use." 

In  addition  to  this  ample  dower  with  his 
wife,  Devereux  was  granted  the  right  of 
quartering  his  train  of  horsemen  and  re- 
tainers on  the  county,  whenever  he  chose  to 
visit  his  father-in-law  at  Coroghmore. 

In  the  year  1548,  Sir  Nicholas  was  Mayor 
of  Waterford,  but  not  then  knighted.  That 
dignity  was  conferred  upon  him  some  years 
subsequently,  for  his  distinguished  services 
in  protecting  his  native  county  against  the 
attacks  of  the  Irish  clans. ^^  Originally 
Devereux  had  been  a  ward  of  the  Lord  of 
Wexford,  the  Earl  of  Shrewsbury,  who  put 
bim  to  school  in  England,  where  he  was  a 
schoolfellow  of  Lord  Burgliley.  An  interest' 
ing  letter  from  him,  addressed  to  Sir  William 
Cecil,  Lord  Burghley,  has  been  printed  in 
Mr.  Evelyn  Shirley's  "  Original  Letters." 
The  letter  is  dated  15GG,  and  the  writer  re- 
commending his  nephew^'  to  be  Bishop  of 
Ferns,  "  makes  bold  to  refresh  his  acquaint- 
ance "  with  the  potent  Secretary  of  State, 
reminding  him  of  having  been  his  school- 
fellow iu  England,  when  a  ward  of  the  Earl  of 
Shrewsbury.  He  entrusted  the.  letter  to 
Richard  Devereux,  his  third  son,  and  recom- 
mended him  also  to  the  notice  of  his  school-

51  It  iseeiiis  nnceriain  whether  he  was  his  nephew  or  hia 
son.  1  have  placed  liiin  in  the  pedigree  as  his  loiirth  son, 
althonuh  it  is  possilile  lie  may  have  lieen  the  son  of  .\lexander, 
Lite  Aljhnt  of  Uniibrody,  and  that  he  succeeded  his  father  ia 
the  See  of  Terns. 
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fellow.  His  inflnonco  with  Lord  Bin-gliloy 
was  evidently  very  consideraI)le,  aud,  no 
douht,  the  renolloctioii  of  their  hoyliood 
days  weighed  with  the  latter.  It  is  recorded 
that  Adam  Loftus,  Arehl)ishop  of  Armagh, 
who  was  at  the  time  at  Lichfield,  ou  his  way 
to  Cambridge  to  recruit  his  health,  wrote 
also  to  Cecil  about  the  Bishopric  of  Fcriis, 
stating  that  "  Devereux  was  a  wicked  man, 
and  not  lit  to  be  appointed  to  the  See,  and 
that  he  was  deprived  of  lug  deanery." 
However,  Loftus  did  not  succeed,  though  it 
is  said  great  confidence  was  placed  in  him 
by  the  Queen,  as  Sir  John  Devereux  was  on 
the  12th  October,  15GG,  appointed  to  the 
Bishopric  of  Ferns,  together  with  the 
deanery  thereof  /;/  r<iini)i,'ii(!iiiii. 

He  had  been  previously  Dean  of  Ferns. 
In  July,  15GG,  three  months  before  his  conse- 
cration, a  licence  was  granted  to  John 
Devereux,  Dean  of  the  Cathedral  of  St. 
Edan,  of  Ferns  ;  William  Devereux,  Clk. 
Treasurer  of  the  same;  aud  William  Devereux, 
Clk.  Rector  of  Taghmon,  in  the  diocese  of 
Ferns,  that,  having  no  residence  within  the 
precincts  of  the  cathedral,  they  may  for  three 
years  absent  themselves  from  it,  remaining 
in  any  other  part  of  the  County  Wexford  for 
study.  Various  members  of  the  family  seem 
to  have  entered  holy  orders  about  this 
period.  In  addition  to  those  just  referred  to. 
I  find  mention  of  Thomas  Devereux, 
Treasurer  of  Ferns,  L'j52  ;  and  in  the  same 
year  a  William  Devereux,  Rector  of  Wiiite- 
church  ;  and  another  William  Devereux, 
Rector  of  Kilcevan.'^ 

Two  very  interesting  notes,  in  reference  to 
this  knight,  are  given  at  pages  43  and  188  of 
the  Aiinuarii  of  the  R. II. A. A. I.  for  the 
year  18G8-G9.  For  the  benefit  of  those  who 
may  not  have  seen  that  volume,  I  have  tran- 
scribed them  verhaliiH  : — • 

"  Balmagir,  the  residence  of  the  family  of 
Devereux,  who  were  the  wealthiest  and  most 
powerful  of  all  of  Strongbonian  race  in 
Wexford.

of  Herefordshire,  ancestors  of  the  famous 
Ihirls  of  Essex.  Sir  John  Devereux  founded 
the  Convent  for  Friars  Minors,  at  Ross,  in 
the  time  of  ICdward  I.  John  Devereux,  on 
whom  the  above-mentioned  onslaught  was 
made,  had  been  Justiciary  of  the  county 
under  the  Earls  of  Shrewsbury,  in  the 
begiiHiing  of  this  reign  (Iiuiuisition  taken 
in  the  Castlo  of  Wexford,  2  Hen.  VIII., 
enrolled  in  the  Exchequer,  31  I"]liz.,  m. 
113).  He  was  succeeLl,ed  in  his  estate  in 
the  year  1540,  by  his  grandson,  Sir 
Nicholas  Devereux,  Knt.  A  curious  letter 
from  this  worthy  kuight  has  recently 
iieen  printed  in  INIr.  Evelyn  Shirley's 
'Original  Letters.'  It  is  addressed  to  Sir 
William  Cecil,  Lord  Burleigh,  and  is  dated 
15CG.  The  writer,  in  recommending  his 
nephew  to  be  Bishop  of  Ferns,  makes  '  bold 
to  refresh  his  acquaintance  '  with  the  potent 
Secretary  of  State,  reminding  him  of  having 
been  his  schoolfellow,  in  Plngland,  when  a 
ward  of  the  lilarl  of  Shrewsbury.  An  entry 
in  the  Carew  MS.S.,  G21,  dated  1574,  notes 
that  Devereux  '  was  spoiled  of  a  great  part 
of  his  inlieritance  by  the  Kavanaghs.'  W'hen 
Robert  Devereux,  Earl  of  li^ssex,  the  favorite, 
was  Viceroy  of  Ireland,  he  passed  a  day  at 
Balmagir  (23rd  June,  1590),  wliile  on  his 
march  from  Waterford  to  Dublin,  and 
knighted  Sir  James  Devereux,  who,  according 
to  tradition,  sold  three  townlands  to  pay  for 
three  days'  open  house  on  the  occasion." — 
[AiiHiKinj  for  18G8-G9,  p.  43.) 

"  Nicholas  Devereux,  of  Ballymagir,  seems 
to  have  been  a  ward  of  the  late  Lord  Power, 
according  to  the  statement  that  he  received 
his  curious  portion  '  in  ward  marriage  '  with 
that  nobleman's  daughter.  This  dowry  is 
also  mentioned  in  the  City  Presentments. 
The  young  bridegroom  was  representative  of 
one  of  tlie  most  considerable  Norman-Irish 
families  in  the  County  Wexford,  as  grandson 
and  heir  of  John  Devereux,  who  is  mentioned 
in  that  county's  verdict.  He  was  originally 
a  ward  of  the  Lord  of  Wexford,  the  I'^arl  of 
Shrewsbury,  who  put  him  to  school  in  Eng- 
land, where  he  was  a  schoolfellow  of  Lord 
Burghley's,  and  he  had  livery  of  his  estate 
21st  May,  1540.  He  was  knighted  for  dis- 
tinguished seivices  in  protecting   bis   native 
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count}',  auJ  died  in  157G.  The  marriage 
portion  bis  wife  received  was  customary 
among  the  Gaelic  clans.  Other  instances  of 
the  same  exaction  are  mentioned  in  the  Pre- 
sentments for  the  County  of  Cork.  Feudal 
lords  bad  a  siniilar  privilege,  limited,  bow- 
ever,  by  law."  —  {Annudnj  for  1868-GU, 
p.  188.) 

Sir  Nicholas  Devereux,  known  as  "  Tlie 
White  Knight,"  was  apparently  one  of  the 
most  remarkable  and  powerful  members  of 
liis  family, — a  family  rich  in  warriors,  ecclesi- 
astics, and  statesmen.  His  principal  resi- 
dence was,  of  course,  Balmagir,  the  manor- 
bouse  of  his  ancestors,  but  be  bad  many 
castles,  among  which  Adamstown''  ranked 
second  only  to  the  feudal  fortress  of  Bal- 
magir, In  155G  the  Castle  of  Adamstown 
was  reconstructed,  the  record  being  preserved 
till  the  present  day  on  tiie  front  face  of 
the  stone,  or  memorial  slab,  regarding  which 
Mr.  W.  F.  Wakeraan  and  the  Key.  J.  F.  M. 
Ffrencb  have  contributed  an  interesting  dis- 
cussion in  the  pages  of  the  R. II. A. A. I. 
Juurnal.'-'^  As  this  discussion  originated  from 
a  theory  advanced  by  me,  in  my  paper  en- 
titled, "  On  a  Unique  Memorial  Slab  to  Sir 
Nicholas  Devereux,  Knt.,  of  Balmagir,"  &c., 
and  in  which  I  reproduced  a  facsiiiiile  of  a 
plate  drawing  of  the  stone,  I  would  wish  to 
make  a  further  remark  here  on  the  subject. 
It  is  a  pleasure  to  me  that  the  "  locale  "  of 
the  Devereux  monumental  stone  has  been 
identified,  and  that  the  curious  relic  of  the 
family  ia  safely  preserved  in  Mr.  Downcs' 
house.  I  have  never  been  lucky  enough  to 
see  the  original,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  having 
never  known  of  its  existence,  until  I  found 
among  some  old  family  papers  the  nearly 
obliterated  plate-engraving  of  which  I  made 
an  accurate  and  faithful  drawing  for  tiie 
Jountal.  A  reference  to  my  plate  will  show 
that  I  distinctly  described  the  two  yides  as 
Froitfacc  uf  alab,  and  Reverse  of  shih,  just  as 
the  engraving  appears  in  Mason's  Survey.     I

feel  quite  sure  that  tlio  plute  in  ^lason,  which 
I\lr.  Ffrencb  says  is  exactly  similar  to  the 
drawing  I  contributed  to  the  JounniJ,  and  bis 
own  "  rubbing,"  represented  at  page  85,  re- 
present one  and  the  same  stone.  I  am  in- 
clined to  think  that  the  original  plate  from 
which  I  took  the  Jacsiinile  was  not  ii 
"  rubbing,"  but  rather  a  penf;il  or  pen-and- 
ink  etching  of  the  stone.  The  supporters 
are  representcul  in  the  rubbing  in  rather  a 
rude  unlinished  state,  whereas  in  the  plate 
they  are  neatly  done,  favouring  the  proba- 
bility of  the  latter  having  been  drawn  from 
sight.  The  inscription  on  the  front  must 
have  been  cut  on  the  stone  subsequent  to  the 
year  1581,  for  in  that  year,  on  the  5tli 
February,  the  Lady  Katherine  Devereux 
died,  having  survived  her  husband,  who  died 
on  the  25th  October,  157G.  The  will  of  Sir 
Nicholas  is  dated  i5rd  April,  1575,  and  in  it 
he  leaves  his  lands,  castles,  &c.,  to  his  sons 
in  succession,  viz.,  Nicholas,  James,  Bichard, 
but  of  them  more  presently.  The  following 
are  two  deeds  of  this  knight  still  extant,  and 
which  will  be  found  interesting  in  this 
place  : — 

Elizabeth  R.,  Membrane  2  (1st)  7.— "Deed 
wbereliy  Nich.  Deveroux,  of  Belmagir,  in  the 
Co.  Wexford,  Knt.,  conveyed  to  Edwd. 
(Edmond)  Power,  of  Mothyll,  in  the  Co. 
Waterford  ;  Walter  Whytey,  of  Ballytege  ; 
Alexander  Redmond,  of  The  Hooke ;  and 
Edward  Walshe,  of  the  City  of  Waterford, 
the  manor  of  Balmagir  and  other  lands  in 
Cos.  Wexford  and  Kilkenny,  to  hold  in  trust 
for  the  use  of  the  said  Sir  Nicholas  Dcveroux 
for  life,  remainder  to  Dame  Katherine,  his 
wife,  with  other  remainders."  Sept.  3rd, 
12  Eiiz. 

(2nd)  "  Deed  whereby  Sir  Nicholas 
Deveroux,  of  Belmagir,  conveyed  to  John 
Rawcetter,  of  Rathmacknce ;  Alexander 
Redmond,  of  The  llooke  ;  Richard  Whitty, 
and  Jno.  Deveroux,  of  Norristown,  the  manor 
of  Adamstown,  in  Bar.  of  B.  feake,  in  Co. 
Wexford,  to  hold  for  ever  in  trust  for  use  of 
Sir  Nicholas  for  life,  and  after  bis  decease  to 
such  uses  as  shall  be  expressed  in  bis  last 
will  and  testament." — March,  1575. 

Most  of  the  individuals  mentioned  in  these 
two  deeds  were  near  relations  of  Sir  Nicholas: 
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tluis,  EJsvard  Power's  son,  Nicholas,  of 
j\Iotliel,  was  nianied  to  his  niece,  Jane 
lieLlmoiul)  sister  of  Alexander  Redmond  ; 
Walter  Whytey  was  the  father  of  llichard 
Whitty,  mentioned  in  tlie  2nd  Deed  ;  and 
Richard  Whitty  was  the  liushand  of  one  of 
Devereux's  daughters  ;  Alexander  Redmond, 
who  died  on  the  1st  April,  1577,  was  his 
nephew,  being  the  eldest  son  of  Robert 
Redmond  and  Jane  Devereux,  sister  of 
Nicholas  ;  John  Rawcetter,  of  Rathuiackuee, 
was  his  son-in-law,  having  married  Sir 
Nicholas's  daughter,  Catherine.  It  is  inte- 
resting to  note  this,  as  showing  the  inter- 
marriages and  kinsmansliip  which  still  existed 
at  the  close  of  the  sixteenth  century  between 
the  descendants  of  the  Strongbonian  settlers 
in  ShelLurne,  Rargy,  and  Forth.  The 
children  of  Sir  Nicholas,  by  the  Lady 
Katherine  Power,  were  eleven  in  number — 
live  sons  and  six  daughters,  viz.,  Nicholas, 
his  heir  ;  James,  Richard,  John,  and  Philip  ; 
and  the  daughters  were  IMargaret,  Auistacia, 
Catherine,  Mabel,  Alison,  and  Joane.'^ 

The  eldest  son,  Sir  Nicholas  Devereux, 
Knight,  of  Ralmagir,  sometimes  called  Sir 
Nicholas  the  Younger,  was  a  Commissioner 
for  Muuster  in  the   County  Wexford,   157'J,

to  their  vropcny,  the  iinnilier  of  horse  and  foot  which  they 
should  sui'ply,  and  to  make  seiiarate  musters  or  arrays  of  the 
men  of  each  haruny,  makin^i'  a  return  of  the  same  to  the  Lord 
Uc'ijuty.  The  Cuminisaioners  shall  iisseniblu  and  divide  into 
comiianies,  aiipointinji  a  company  of  not  less  than  two  or 
three  lor  each,  'i'hey  shall  direct  the  baioiiy  conslables  to 
come  belure  them  on  a  certain  day  with  lists  of  the  jjersons  in 
their  baronies  between  the  ages  of  15  and  (10,  and  to  command 
the  iieoide  to  iippear  at  the  sauie  time  with  all  such  horse, 
arinoui,  bows,  arrows,  guns,  and  other  warlike  apparel,  us 
they  can  jjut  in  rcadiiuss  lor  the  seivice  of  lur  .Majesty.  Any 
ublu  m.in  not  appearing,  shall  Ibifeit  'M  shillings.  On  the 
day  of  muster  they  sliiill  m.ike  lisis  of  all  men  appearing— 
distinguishing  archers,  arquebusici  s,  liilhneii,  lioitemen,  and 
kerns,  also  those  who  have  a  liors.',  jick,  spear,  bow,  sheaf  of 
arrows,  bid,  gun,  swurd,  or  habergron  of  mail.  This  list, 
bigneJ  by  the  Commissioners  ineseiit,  and  also  the  lists  of  the 
constables,  lobe  retmned  tu  the  Lord  iJcpuiy  on  a  eel  tain 
date.  'I'lie  muslers  lor  the  several  baronies  ol  the  county  to 
be  taken  on  the  same  day.  They  shall  give  notice  that  all 
be  ready  to  musta'  belure  the  Lord  Deputy  upon  ti  days' 
varning  Any  person  unpioiided  with  horse  or  arms  sneli 
as  arc  required  by  the  statute,  to  he  directed  to  procure  them 
before  the  Lords  Deputy's  luu.-ter,  on  the  p.iiii  in  the  statute 
expressed.  Ko  man  required  by  l.iW  to  find  horse  or  armour, 
may  be  allowed  to  muster  as  servant  or  sub.stiiule  of  another. 


according  to  the  Carew  MSS.,  507. 
Sir  Nicholas  Devereux,  junior,  joined 
in  a  Commission  of  IMartial  Law,  witli  his 
f;ither-in-law  (Sir  Richard  Butler,  1st 
Viscount  IMountgarrct),  for  the  military 
government  of  the  two  territories  of  the 
Morroes  and  Fassagh,  Cantiy,  County  Wex- 
ford, dated  20th  March,  1558.  lie  was  then 
an  es(]uire,  and  probably  resided  at  Adams- 
town  during  his  father's  lifetime.  He  i.-^ 
mentioned  in  several  records  as  of  Adams- 
town,'^  even  subse(]uently  to  his  father's 
death,  and  it  is  very  likely  that  he  continued 
to  live  there  until  his  mother  died  in  1581, 
when  he  established  himself  at  the  Castle  of 
Balmagir.  He  died  without  legitimate  issue, 
but  he  had  an  illegitimate  son,  named  Walter, 
who  married  Katherine,  daughter  of  Brieu 
MacCahir  Kavanagh,  who  was  living  a  widow 
in  1020.  By  her  he  had  a  son,  James 
Devereux,  of  Carrigschurch,  who  was  born 
in  1020,  and  from  whom  his  cousin  Philip 
claimed  Carrigschurch.  By  deed  dated 
25th  October,  1582,  Sir  Nicholas  granted 
his  bastard  son  Walter  certain  lands,  in- 
cluding Carrigschurch.  Walter  Devereux, 
of  Carrigscliurch,  was  one  of  the  gentlemen 
of  Bargy  in  1G08.  He  died  2nd  February, 
IGlt),  leaving  a  son,  Jtiuies  Devereux,  of 
Carrigschurch,  who  was  born  15'J2,  and 
married  in  1020  ;  and  a  daughter,  Catherine, 
the  wife  of  Nicholas,  2ud  son  of  Fdmoud 
Hore,  of  Ilarperstown."' 

The  2ud  son  of  Sir  Nicholas  the  Elder  was 
Jiimes.of  whom  there  are  interesting  records. 
I  shall  revert  to  him  when  I  have  disposed  of 
the  three  younger  sous.  Richard,  the  lird 
sou,  is  mentioned  in  his  father's  will,  as 
already  shown,  and  by  deed,  dated  1590,  had 
a  grant  of  lands.  It  was  this  Richard 
Devereux  who  carried  the  letter  from  his 
father  to  Cecil,  Lord  Burghley,  in  which  his

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brother  Jobn  is  recommended  to  be  Lisliop 
of  Ferns.  Kicliard  married  and  bad  a 
daughter  Alison,  who  was  wife  of  John 
StaiVord  of  Ballymakeherne,  or  Ballj-niac- 
Icane. 

The  4th  son  John  was  Dean,  and  after- 
wards Bishop,  of  Ferns.  In  15G3  he  was 
enfeoffed  by  the  1st  Viscount  Mountgarrot, 
his  brother,  and  sister's  fatlier-in-hiw.  lie 
was  consecrated  Bisliop  of  Ferns  by  Ilngii 
Ourren,  or  Curwen,  Archbisliop  of  Dublin,  in 
15GG,  and,  dying  in  1578,  was  buried  in  the 
Parish  Church  of  St.-RIary,  Wexford. 

Philip,  the  5th  son,  died  before  liis  father. 
He  was  one  of  the  oO  gentlemen  killed  in  the 
affray  with  Brian  McCahir  Kaveuagh  (see  p. 
12).  His  father.  Sir  Nicholas,  writes  on 
the  25th  Sept.,  1572,  to  the  Lord  Deputy, 
stating  that  Brian  McCahir,  Feagli  M'Hugh, 
and  the  Furtoiujs  had  killed  his  son  Philip, 
and  30  other  gentlemen  of  the  County 
Wexford.  I  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain 
the  names  of  the  30  gentlemen  slain.  It 
would  be  an  interesting  addition  to  the 
county  history  if  they  had  been  recorded. 
Itobert  Brown  of  Mulrankin,  and  Philip 
Devereux  of  Balmagir  are  the  only  two  I 
find,  but  it  may  be  reasonably  presumed  that 
the  others  were  members  of  some  of  the  old 
Anglo-Norman  families  of  the  southern 
baronies,  and  probably  relatives  of  Sir 
Nicholas  Deveruux,  who  led  them  on  the 
occasion. 

We  must  now  return  to  James  Devereux, 
the  2iid  son.  His  brother  Nicholas  having, 
as  wo  have  seen,  died  witliout  legitimate 
issue,  he  succeeded  to  the  estates,  according 
to  the  provisions  of  his  father's  will,  and 
thus  became  head  of  the  House  of  Balmagir. 
He  was  born  in  1544.  He  was  knighted  on 
the  22ud  June,  1599  (aged  55),  by  the 
celebrated  Earl  of  Essex,  Robert  Devereux, 
Viceroy  of  Ireland,  and  favourite  of  Queen 
Kliiiabetu.  While  on  the  march  from 
Waterford  to  Dublin,  Essex  passed  a  day  at 
Balmagir,  thereby  acknowledging  the  kins- 
nianship  that  existed  between  his  family  and 
the  County  Wexford  branch.  It  is  said  that 
Sir  James  Devereux  sold  three  townlands  to 
pay  for  three  days'  open  house  on  the  occa- 
sion, and   that  uU  the  gentry  of  the  County 


Wexford  passed  under  the  portcullis  of 
Balmagir. 13 

The  feud  which  had  existed  for  so  many 
years  between  the  Celtic  clans  of  north 
Wexford  and  the  Anglo-Norman  families  of 
the  southern  part,  and  in  which  the  former 
were  aided  by  the  Earl  of  Tyrone,  continued 
at  intervals,  and  Sir  James  Devereux — as  his 
father  and  grandfather  had  likewise  done — 
led  the  Anglo-Norman  troops  of  Wexford. 
In  1597  a  conllict  took  phice  between  the 
latter,  and  Kavenagli,  Baron  Baliau,  or  St. 
I\U)lyn,  with  bis  followers.  Sir  Jumcs 
married  Eleanor,'''*  daugliter  of  Walter 
Syunott  of  Ballybreunan,  ]<jsq.,  who  was 
living  in  1629.  He  died  on  the  2nd  Dec, 
1005,  and  left  issue  :  —  (1)  Philip,  of  whom 
presently;  (2)  Marcus;  (3)  Nicholas;  (4) 
Edward  ;  (5)  Richard  ;  (G)  John  ;  (7)  Alex- 
ander ;  and  eight  dauglitera.  The  2nd  son, 
Marcus,  is  called  Marcus  Devereux  of  Cros- 
kaill,  and  was  one  of  the  gentlemen  of  Bargy 
in  1G08.  He  married  Ales,  daughter  of 
Nicholas  Stafford  of  Ballymakane,  Esq. 
Richard,  the  5th  son  (or,  according  to  tlie 
Colclough  pedigree,  the  3rd)  was  a  captain, 
and  married  Jane,  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas 
Colclough  of  Tintern  Abi)ey. 

The  eldest  son,  Philip  Devereux,  of  Bal- 
magir, Esq.,  succeeded  to  the  estates.  He 
was  born  in  1577  or  1583  ;  had  livery  of  his 
estate  for  i'uO  (4tli  Dec,  8  Jac.  I.),  and 
claimed  also  the  estate  of  Carrigschurch  from 
his  cousin  James  Devereux,  the  son  of 
Walter  Devereux,  bastard  son  of  Sir  Nicholas

Knight,"  and  said  to  have  a  second 
son.  Colonel  John  Devereux,  of  Monpili,  or 
Mountiiill,  and  a  William  Devereux  was 
ViearOeneral  of  Ferns  in  16-12.  He  is 
mentioned  as  "  Sir  William  Devereux,  priest, 
keeping  at  Wexford,"  in  Rum's  letter,  Rep. 
Ree.  Com.  The  Very  Reverend  Williaui 
Devereux,  Vicar-General  of  Ferns,  was  un- 
doubtedly of  tlie  Balmagir  House.  He  was

Ho  was 
the  parish  priest  of  Wexford  wheii  it  was 
taken  by  Cromwell.  It  is  not  known  when 
he  died  or  where  he  was  interred,  but  his 
deatli  must  have  taken  place  before  tlie  year 
IGGG,  for  in  tliat  year  the  Very  Rev.  Nicliolas 
Redmond,  3rd  son  of  Alexander  Redmond,  of 
Tlie  Hall  and  of  The  Hooke  (who  coura- 
geously defended  his  castle  of  The  Hall 
against  Cromwell,  by  whom  it  was  twice 
besieged),  was  Vicar-General  of  Ferns,  and 
was  elected  in  that  year  Secretary  of  the 
Congregation  of  the  Catholic  Clergy  in 
Dublin,"  11th  June,  IGGG.  The  eldest  son 
of  Piiilip  Devereux,  Esq.,  Nicholas,  described 
as  "  of  Adamstown,"  died  before  he  came  to 
his  estate,  leaving  heirs.  He  lived  at 
Adamstown  Castle,  and  was  twice  married — 
1st,  to  Mabel,  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Sir 
Richard  Masterson,  Knight,  Seneschal  of  Co. 
Wexford,  who  died  before  1G27,  but  by  her 
had  no  issue.  His  2nd  wife  was  Honora,"'^ 
the  daughter  of  Tiiomas,  son  of  Sir  John 
Fitzgerald,  of  Rostellan,  Co.  Cork,  by  whom 
ho  left  issue  at  his  decease,  (tnte  1G35''' — 
Nicholas  his  heir,  William,  James,  Helen, 
and  Alison. 

Nicholas  Devereux,  of  Balmagir,  Esq.,  son 
and  heir,  succeeded,  at  the  death  of  hia 
grandfather,  Philip  Devereux,  E^q.,  in  1G35, 
to  the  Manor  of  Balmagir  and  estates. 
Wardship,  as  son  and  heir  of  Nicholas,  and 
grandson  and  heir  of  Philip,  was  granted  for 
a  hue  of  i'33G  Gs.  8d.,  23rd  Dec,  1035.  This 
gentleman  took  an  active  part  in  the  Rebel- 
lion of  1G41.  He  and  his  uncle,  Robert,  of 
Ballyshannon,  were  two  of  the  representa- 
tives of -the  commons  who  sat  at  the  general 
assembly  of  the  Confederate  Catholics,  on 
the  lUth  January,  1G17,  at  Kilkenny.  Ho 
was  attainted  in  1012,  and  his  name  is 
included  in  the  Commonwealth  volume, 
entitled     "  Forfeiting     Proprietors,"     listed

This  Nicholas  Devereux""  married'"  Jane, 
daughter  of  Nicholas  ^Loftus,  of  Fethard, 
Ks(j.,  2ud  son  of  Sir  Dudley  Loftus,  by  whom 
1)6  had  2  sons  and  a  daughter,  viz.,  James, 
Nicholas,  of  Baldwinstown,  Co.  Duhlia,  and 
Margaret,  who  married  (1st)  Arthur  Chiches- 
ter, of  Prospect,  Eaq.,"  and  (2udly)  tu  Rev.

Mary,  daughter  of  Pliilip  Jfore  of  Killsalhi- 
glian,  Esq.,''  and  had  3  sons  : — James  Deve- 
reux, son  and  heir,  of  Isulmagir,  Esq. ;  Philip  ; 
Nicholas,  who  died  s  p.  And  '6  daughters 
— Jane,  who  is  supposed  to  have  married  one 
of  the  Loftus  family  ;  Anne  ;  and  Margaret. 
I  have  not  been  alile  to  trace  the  Dtilmagir 
line  fuvtlier,  but  I  have  heard  that  the  las^t  of 
the  senior  line  was  an  heiress  who  lived  with 
her  niotlicr  in  Itivertown,  and  afterwards 
married  a  Mr.  O'Neill  of  Kea-house. 

It  v.'ill  be  iuterestiiig  now  to  ti-ace  the  for- 
tunes of  the  second  senior  line,  deriving  from 
Robert  Devereux,  of  liallyshaiiiion,  the 
second  son  of  Philip  Devereux,  of  Balmagir, 
Esq.,  as  already  tihown.  This  Robert  was 
the  founder  of  the  Carrigmenan,  or  Carig- 
niannon  House,  whieh  became  extinct  some 
years  ago.  Tlie  estate  of  Carrigmenan  had 
belonged  to  the  family  of  Furlong  for 
several  generations.  By  an  Inquisition 
dated  1st  December,  IGth  of  Henry  Vlll., 
1521,  John  Furlong,  son  of  Philip  Furlong, 
of  Carrigmenan,  was  found  possessed 
of  "  one  messuage  (dwelling-house)  and 
one  carrucate  of  land,  with  all  appurte- 
nances, in  Uitriji'inciiioi"  liesides  many 
other  lands  not  necessary  to  enumerate 
here.  The  great-great-grandson  of  this 
John  fitz  Philip  Furlong,  was  Thomas 
Furlong,  of  Carrigmenan,  l^sq.  He 
married  Margaret,  the  eldest  daughter  of 
Sir  Nicholas  Devereux  the  younger,  and 
sister  of  Pliilip  Devereux,  Esq.  Thomas 
Furlong,  lisq.,  of  Carrigmenan,  was  one  of 
the  gentlemen  of  Shelmalier  in  1008,  his 
name  ajjpeariug  on  the  Grand  Panel  of  the 
County  Wexford  in  that  year.  He  was  then 
thirty-seven  years  of  age,  and  held.  820  acres 
of  land.  His  brother-in-law,  Philip  Devereux, 
Esq.,  of  whom  I  have  treated,  purchased  the 
Carrigmenan  estate  from  him,  and  granted 
it  to  his  second  son,  Robert  Devereux,  of 
Ballyshannon,  who  thus  was  the  founder  of 
the  Carrigmenan  branch  of  the  family.  In 
lGi38,  on  the  Gth  May,  the  purchase  of  the 
estate  was  completed  for  the  sum  of  i;2,50U,

Joliii  Furlong,  of  Bregertin,  one  of  ilie 
townhuids  nientioiieil  in  the  Inquisition  of 
ir/24,  cluimed  Cairigmcnau  on  Thomas 
Furlong's  death,  which  occurred  in  lC;i7  (1st 
January),  from  which  fact  it  would  seem  that 
the  purchase  was  not  finally  arranged  at  the 
time.  However,  as  already  mentioned,  it 
was  completed  in  the  following  year.  Roliert 
Devereux,  of  Ballyshannon,  who  thus  came 
iiito  possession  of  tlie  Carrignienan  estate, 
took  a  very  prominent  part  in  the  war  of 
mil.  He  represented  the  County  Wexford 
on  the  Provincial  Council  for  Leinster,  hy 
order  of  the  General  Assemhly  of  the  Con- 
fodiration,  Noveniher  11th,  1G12,  and  was 
one  of  the  most  active  niemliers  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Kilkenny 
(IG17),  and  his  name  is  included  in  the  list 
of  forfeiting  proprietors  in  the  harony  of 
Shelmalier,  and  as  one  of  the  Transplanted 
from  the  County  AVcxford.  Nevertiieless, 
the  estate  of  Carrignienan  remained  in  the 
family  for  several  generations  suhsequont  to

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Colonel  James  Devereux  was  thus  con- 
liiiiicd  in  the  hmJs,  which  descended  to  liis 
son.

Mary,  dniigliter  of  Edward  Hay,  of  Ballin- 
keele,  Esq.  Ho  left  two  sons  and  a  diinglitcr  : 
(1)  James  Edward  Devcroux,  (2)  Thomas 
Leo  ;  and  ^lary,  wife  of  Ilobert  Byrne,  of 
Cabiuteely,  County  Dublin,  Esq.  The  eldest 
son  and  heir,  James  Edward  Devereux,  Esq., 
succeeded  to  the  estate  of  Carritjmenau  ; 
born  9tli  November,  17Ga,  at  Carrigraenan, 
and  was  the  last  of  the  name  who  resided  on 
that  beautiful  estate.  He  was  educated  in 
France,  and  returned  to  his  native  county  on 
the  breakino;  out  of  the  Revolution  in  17915. 
He  immediately  took  a  leading  part  in  all 
the  movements  of  his  co-religioniats  in  this 
country,  and  in  1793  was  named  one  of  the 
five  deputies  who  presented  the  petition  of 
the  Catholics  of  Ireland  to  King  George  IH. 
Again,  on  22nd  April,  179i3,  a  petition  of 
22,251  inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Wexford 
was  presented  to  King  George  III.  at  St. 
James's  Palace,  London,  in  favour  of  relief 
to  the  Catholics,  by  James  E.  Devereux,  of 
Carrigmenan,  and  Edward  Hay,  of  Ballin- 
keele.  In  1820,  Mr.  Devereux  was  one  of. 
the  delegates  of  the  Catholic  body,  sent  in 
their  name  to  congratulate  His  Majesty 
George  IV.  upon  his  accession  to  the  throne. 
By  the  will  of  his  kinsman,  James  Fanning, 
Esq.,  Mr.  Devereux  succeeded  to  the  in- 
heritance of  the  lordship  of  La  RocheTalbot, 
in  Anjou  ;  and,  being  in  France  on  the  break- 
ing out  of  the  war  with  lingland,  was 
arrested,  along  with  njany  others  of  his 
countrymen,  by  order  of  Napoleon,  and  was 
detained  till  the  restoration  of  Louis  XVIII. 
in  1811.  Mr.  Devereux  presented  to  the 
Committee  of  Privileges,  relating  to  the 
coronation  of  his  IMajesty  George  IV.,  a 
claim  of  hereditary  right  to  carry  the  Golden 
Rod,  and  Sceptre  of  the  Dove,  and  also  a 
Silver  Canopy,  supported  by  four  lances,  as 
his  ancestor  did  at  the  coronation  of  Richard 
I.  ;  and  that  one  of  the  services  might  be 
allowed  to  be  done  by  de|)uty.  Upon  the 
introduction  into  Parliament,  by  the  Right 
Hon.  Mr.  Plunkett,  of  a  bill  for'the  relief  of 
the  Catholics  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
Mr.  Devereux  addressed  a  letter  to  Mr. 
Peel  (afterwards  Sir  Robert),  which  obtained 
a  very  wide  circulation,  and  caused  the 
Government  of  the  day  to  consider  the  sub- 


ject in  a  serious  and  statesman-like  manner. 
After  the  i)assing  of  the  Enuincipatiou  liill, 
Mr.  Devereux  retired  into  private  life,  and 
was  seldom  heard  of.  He  resided  principally 
in  London,  but  on  one  occasion,  after  the 
passing  of  tlie  Reform  Bill,  he  addressed  the 
electors  of  his  native  county.  He  nuxde  no 
canvass,  but  appeared  at  the  hustings  on  the 
day  of  election.  However,  he  declined  to  bo 
put  in  nomination.  He  was  at  that  time 
upwards  of  70  years  of  age.  He  married  a 
French  lady,  Angelica  I^^lizabeth,  daughter 
of  Bartholomew  Martin,  Montsec  de  Regnac, 
near  Bordeaux,  and  had  one  son  only,  and 
three  daughters,  namely — Robert  James 
Devereux,  who  was  born  in  France  and  bap- 
tised in  the  parish  of  St.  Roche,  12th  Feb., 
1814,  and  who  died  unmarried.  His  sisters 
were — Mary,  lliliza,  and  Selina.  With  Robert 
James  Devereux  ended  the  House  of.  Carrig- 
meiiun,8D    which     represented     the    ancient
